From the quiet seriousness and firm determination 
evidenced at the overflowing meeting held in the Sixteenth 
street Presbyterian church on Tuesday evening when the lib-

This being manifestly true and such an auspicious start 
having been made in the new constituency of West Edmonton 
it remains only to complete the organization upon the lines 
laid down and to see to it that the selection of a candidate im- 
bued with the sincere belief in progressive liberal principles 
is left absolutely in the hands of the rank and file.

berculosis of the lungs has increased 
to such an extent as to become a 
menace to the health of the public 
generally, and whereas no provision 
has yet been made in the province for 
ithe care of the disease, 

“Re it resolved that the association 
memorialize the government of the 
province of Alberta, calling attention 
to the urgent need of such an Iinstitu- 
tion and requesting that the govern- 
ment give immediate attention to pro- 
viding for the erection, equipment and 
| maintenance of a provincial sanatorium 
lon the 320 acres already granted for 
this purpose by the duminion govern- 
|ment between Mitford and Radnor, ap- 
| proximately 30 miles west of Calgary 
fon the Canadian Pacific railway.’

“Bernard Christopher, a respectable 
citizen of Wetaskiwin, has instructed 
me to take action against the city for 
damages for unlawful arrest on the 20 
inst. Late the previous evening he 
was visiting a friend in North Edmon- 
ton, and when starting for home the 
car seryice had stopped and he was 
obliged to walk, and upon arriving at 
the center of the city was arrested as 
a vagrant. He was brought before the 
magistrate on the 28rd inst. and his 
case was dismissed. 

“As a respectable person this action 
has caused considerable injury to his 
character, for which he holds the city 
responsible. Further, upon being tak- 
en to the police station he was sub- 
mitted to gross indignities on the part 
of the officer In charge, who address- 
ed him with profane language in an 
endeavor to frighten him into making 
untruthful admissions
